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CMA Presents an Evening of Works by 


Renowned Composer Osvaldo Golijov on May 6 
St. Lawrence String Quartet with Todd Palner on Clarinet Performs a Selection of Golijov’s Works 


CLEVELAND (April 19, 2006) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) presents an evening of works by 
renowned composer Osvaldo Golijov performed by the St. Lawrence String Quartet and Todd Palmer on 
clarinet at Temple-Tifereth Israel on Saturday, May 6, 2006, at 7:30 p.m. In addition, the Cavani Quartet and 
Tracy Rowell, double bass will join St. Lawrence in Golijov’s Last Round. Golijov, who was named “Composer of 
the Year” by Musical America, is considered one of today’s major composers. He takes gestures and sound 
imagery from his own background and utilizes them as points of departure for his compositions. This performance 
is part of the CMA’s VIVA! and Gala Around Town Series. 

Admission to the performance is $34; $29 for CMA members. 

Born in Argentina to a Jewish family of Eastern European descent, Golijov’s music is an alchemical blend 
of various musical genres including klezmer, tango, chamber music and ancient Hebrew and Arabic melodies. His 
works will be performed by the Grammy nominated St. Lawrence String Quartet, known for its imaginative and 
spontaneous music making. For more than 15 years, the quartet has maintained a strong desire to share the 
dynamics of chamber music with its listeners and as a result, has established itself among the world-class chamber 
ensembles of its generation. Committed to performing and expanding the works of living composers including 
Golijov, R. Murray Schafer, Jonathan Berger, Melissa Hui and Mark Applebaum, the quartet regularly delivers 
traditional repertoire as well. 

Passionate educators, the quartet has held the position of Ensemble in Residence at Stanford University 
since 1998 — something they believe in strongly after having the privilege of studying with the Emerson, Tokyo 
and Julliard String Quartets early in their career. In addition, the quartet 1s committed to bringing works to less 
traditional venues. This all-Golijov performance at Temple-Tifereth Israel is one such example. 

Born in 1960, Golijov had become a prodigious reader and composer by the age of twelve, but the culture 
he represented was increasingly under threat from the gun-toting paramilitaries who roamed the streets and began 


to abduct and murder students. 


He responded by moving to Jeresulem where he taught piano at the conservatory to finance his studies and 


three years later moved to Philadelphia to study. Golijov became a regular collaborator with the Kronos Quartet, 
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the Romanian gypsy band Taraf de Haidouks and virtuosi like Zakir Hussain and the Argentine Oscar Award- 
winning Gustavo Santaolalla; he also began to work with film-makers. In addition, Golijov has scored works for a 


richly colored array of chamber ensembles and has had numerous collaborations with soprano, Dawn Upshaw.
